SEVEN DAYS’ WORK FOR SIX DAYS’ 
WAGES. 


The question of what should be the 
issues in the now opened political cam 
paigu in tifis State, has been fortu- 
nately or. unfortunately settled by the 
action of the Democratic Convention at 
San Jose. There is no doubt now what 
it is to be. The party there represented 
has laid an axe at the root of the tree, 
and has sworn its broad branches shall 
no longer afford shelter and rest to the 
weary millions who have for ages 
sought its grateful shade. And the 
contest before the people, however un- 
willing they may be to participate in 
it, must be fought, or those who ap- 
preciate the privileges of a day of rest 
must lay down their arms and surren- 
der to the forces that are secking to 
supersede the schools of morality by 
adverse institutions. 

By the unwise action of the conven- 
tion a contest has been inaugurated 
that can but be protracted and disas- 
trous of the peace of the State. Its 
action aims a blow at our time-hon- 
ored and beneficent institutions, and 
disturbs the very foundations of soci- 
ety, and it will only be from the 
veriest cowardice on the part of the 
church if the onslaught upon it is not 
met with the utmost resources and 
power. 

And there are other interests than 
that of the church to take a hand in 
the, to them, unsought controversy, 
The cry is going up from all quarters, 
“Give us our day of rest.“ The labor- 
ers in the bakery, in the butchery, in 
the store, in the saloon, in the machine 
shop, in the forwarding business, unite 
with the farmer and the brick-layer 
and the carpenter, and plead for tlie 
day of rest from toil which tired na- 
ture demands, and which nature's God 
has commanded they should take. The 
appeal they make*has nothing of relig- 
jous or temperance “fanaticism” in 
it, It is the ery of an overworked 
system for rest and recuperation—a 
demand for respite from the overbear- 
ing power of the avarice of man. The 
day of rest is the poor man’s boon, and 
one of the richest God gave him. 
From a point far back beyond history 
it was his, and the later law command- 
ed his observance of it, and the oldest 
institution we have among us, which 
represents both the law and the earlier 
tradition, confirms the theory that the 
day of rest from toil is the birthright 
of all. : 

The innovation proposed by the lat- 
ter day Democracy is the severest blow 
they could aim at the working man. 
It is not a question of sentiment with 
him, but a question of bread and life. 
It is requiring a day of toil of him 
without-remuneration—it is curtailing 
his opportunities for recreation and 
mental improvement to a minimum in 
which there is neither health nor pro- 
gress—it is handing him over to a con- 
dition of things but little removed 


from serfdom and slavery. 


We deem it well that the question 
has been brought fairly and squarely 
before the people of the State thus 
early. There is now time before the 
election to fully inform the people of 
the designs of those who have essayed 
to break down our cherished and 
blessed institution. The press and the 
pulpit will see to it that the matter is 
fully discussed in every family. Every 
father and mother has a deep interest 
in this assault upon the only institu- 
tion we have which throws a safeguard 


and protection around the rising gen- 


eration. They will bestir themselves 
and see that the friends ef the laborer 
are freely informed and go prepared to 
defeat their enemies at the ballot-box 
in November. 


JUDGE ROSS NOMINATED. 


The San Jose Convention yesterday 
decided the contest between Judges 
Ross and Sepulveda by giving the 
former the nomination for the Supreme 
Judgeship. This was anticipated after 
the nomination of General Stoneman, 
for it was not presumed the Southern 
end of the State would be granted 
more than its share of the emoluments, 
notwithstanding there were many will- 
ing to offer themselves for martyr‘lom. 
The loss of Judge Sepulveda from the 
ticket some think may weaken it, as 
he is popular, and if on the ticket 
would draw to its support the native 
clement of the whole District. How- 
ever this may be, we should judge Mr. 
Ross will carry his party strength, less 
the Sunday law element thereof, which 
it is not improbable will antagonize 
him. Judge Ross is a gentleman of 
most agreeable deportment, and we 
congratulate his friends on the result 
of the contest.

A movement is again on foot among 
the merchants of this city to procure 
the closing of all business houses at 
eight o clock in the evening. We are 
giad to note that the effort will prob- 
ably succeed, as near'y all the promi- 
nent merchants in the lines of grocer- 
ies, dry goods and general merchandise 
have signed an agreement committing 
them to such a course. The movement 
is a commendable one and if all agree 
none will lose by it, while both em- 
ployer and employee will be greatly 
the gainers in having more time to de- 
vote to their families, to public inter- 
ests, private business and pleasures. 
The hour of closing might really be 
made still an hour earlier — seven 
o'clock instead of eight—and yet no 
damage done to business, The public 
will only need to learn that their pur- 
chases must be made before that hour 
and they will readily conform to the 
custom. In towns of the Eastern 
States where such regulations obtain 
they give great satisfaction and are 
religiously observed by all the mer- 
chants, in some cases a curfew bell 
being rung at five minutes before the 
time of closing, when up zo the shut- 
ters all along the streets. Those inside 
complete their purchases, but none 
others are admitted, and once accus- 
tomed to the rule purchasers will make 
no objection to it. The groceries must 
be bought, likewise the dry goods and 
notions, and they can as well be bought 
before 7 o'clock as later in nearly every 
case. We hope to see all the business 
men of the city append their signatures 
to the agreement, and strictly observe 
it. It will be an inestimable boon to 
hundreds of our hard-worked fellow- 
citizens, and will carry happiness into 
many a dreary home

MURDBROUS AFFRAY. 


One Man Killed Instantly and 
Others Wounded. 


The Trouble Originates in a Bet on a Scrub 
Horse Race—The Murderer and 
Several Others Arrested. 


About nine o'clock last evening a 
couple of Mexicans came dashing up in 
post haste to the police station reporting 
that a Mexican had been stabbed and 
killed at the Rubio place, on the way to 
Florence, some three miles out on Ala- 
meda street. They also reported that 
the murderer was attending a dance, 
and that after the murder he had taken 
refuge in an adobe house near by, where 
he was held at bay by the crowd, while 
the others came for the officers. Captain 
Cuddy and Officer Celis went immediate- 
ly to the scene. As they did not return 


their safety, and at 11 P. u., sent officer 
Horner after them armed with a double- 
barreled shotgun. Horner met Celis 


oners. They were brought to the sta- 


carcerated. One was Manuel Mirando, 
the murderer, and the other was Dena- 
ciano Trijo, whois said to have con- 
cealed Mirando’s knife. The officers 
reported that there had been a general 
fight and that two others had been 
severely wounded, and perhaps fatally. 
Drs. Lathrop and Hannon went to at- 
tend to them. Dr. Nadeau, the Cor- 
oner, and Mr. Ponet, the undertaker, 
left at midnight to bring in the body. 
Whisky was said. to have 
been the cause but all the 
police say they saw none drunk. 
The — 2 man's name was 
Alvino Moreno, some relative of the 
outlaw of that name. The whole party 
are said to be a gang of State prison 
birds, and of the worst character. 


Latest—At half-past two o'clock this 
morning the police and physicians had 
returned from the scene of the bloody 
affray, and as full a report as possible 
was gathered from them by the Times. 
Of course, while the main facts in it are 
doubtless right, the inquest this morn- 
ing will make many corrections. Strong 
efforts were made to get at the exact 
facts in the terrible affair. 

The scene of the awful tragedy is at 
Carrasco’s place at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Adams streets, away down 
in the southeast corner of the city’s 
limits. The time was along about six 
or seven o'clock. 

It appears that a few days previously 
a row had sprung up between Alvino 
Moreno, the deceased, and Manuel 
Mirando, the murderer, over the mys- 
terious disappearance of a silver dollar. 
This difficulty had been smoothed over 
on account of the trifling amount in- 
volved, 

Yesterday being St. John's day, 
the paisanos celebrated the festival by 
horse-racing, at which Moreno and Mi- 
rando bet freely. On one race, over 
which the dispute arose, they bet three 
dollars apiece, and the money was left 
in the house. After the race the quar- 
rel commenced over the winner, and 
both started to the house, when a gen- 
eral row began, in which about fifteen 
Mexicans took part. Knives and 
clubs were freely used, Evi- 
dently the fight was of short dura- 
tion. Alvino Moreno was stabbed and 
instantly killed by Manuel Mirando. 
Casimiro Ures was fatally wounded. 
Pedro Ures was stabbed seriously. 
Mirando also received a wound in his 
right cheek. 

Officers Cuddy and Celis found 
Mirando sitting in the house bragging 
over his fiendish deed. Mirando and 
Dociando Trejo (who had a concealed 
knife) were brought to town about 
eleven o' clock last night. 

A second search found Pedro Ures and 
Mrs. Camillo Ures, the wife of Casamiro 
Ures, who will probab! y be dead by day- 
light. The summary is ds follows: 
Alvino Moreno is dead. He was the 
father of seven children, and is said to 
be a good man. 

Casamiro Ures is dying. He has 
three wounds: one a scalp wound; the 
second just under the left shoulder 
blade; the third one in the left lumbar 
region, and probably the fatal wound, 
as it is very deep, and the doctors re- 
ported that they did not see how he 
could possibly recover from it. 

Pedro Ures has a knife wound two- 
and-a-half inches deep, about two inches 
below and to the left of the left nipple, 
He is lying in the cooler, and is very 
low. His wife, of her own accord, is 
with him. He is said to have knocked 
aman down in New High street twelve 
years ago and then cut his head off, for 
which he was sentenced fog life in the 
State prison, but was pardoned by Gov. 
Pacheco. This crime he did in com- 
pany with Moleno. 

Mirando himself has a cheek wound, 
and will probably get one more around 
his neck. 

Dr. Nadeau and Mr. Ponet visited the 
scene of battle shortly after midnight 
and found Moreno’s body laid out. It 
will be brought to the morgue this 
morning, where an autopsy will be held, 
followed by an inquest. 

The affair is one of the bloodiest that 
Los Angeles has known for years. There 
had been more or less liquor in use 
during the day,

IMPORTANT INVENTION. 


Another Device for Insuring Safety 
on the Rail. 
Dr. Isador Ketzie, formerly city editor 
of the Cincinnati Free Presse, but for 
some two years past better known as the 
inventor of the parlor cattle car and 
and other important mechanical devices, 
is now showing at Cincinnati a small 
model of a railrond patent which has 
been granted him at Washington, which, 
he claims, will prevent all accidents 
from collision of trains and can also be 
used as a warning to an approaching 
train in case of a broken bridge or land 
slide. It is intended to be used wherever 
there is an angle track and also on 
curves, bridges, tunnels and other places 
where disasters are most likely to oc- 
cur. In most places a third rail, flat or 
T shaped, is laid between the two outer 
rails on which the train runs. Each lo- 
comotive is equipped with an electric 
battery, which the positive pole con- 
nects y a small wheel with the center 
rail, the negative current going into one 
of the side rails. This is an open cir- 
cuit until another train approaches, 
either from the front or rear, and then 
in either case the circuit is complete, 
and this, the inventor claims, will be a 
powerful electric magnet, ring a bell 
while the steam whistle shrieks, and 
what is most important the steam 


air brake is automatically set, and 
both trains come to a stand-still 
without any dependence on the 


vigilance of the conductor, engineer or 
brakeman. If a bridge is down ora 
tunnel blocked it would not be neces- 
sary to rush up the road to save a train 
from wreck; all that would have to be 
done would be to lay an iron rod of 
some sort across between the center 
and side rail. The circuit would be 
closed and the train either stopped or 
warned of danger. The final papers 
have not yet been taken out, as patents 
have also been applied for in England
